Those who complete it will 
receive tho degrees of bachelor ot 
science. 

It Is expected that many high school 
graduates Interested In athletics will 
enroll. 

The Illinois idea Is new .\'o other 
university has recognized the impor- 
taace of sucli education by offering a 
four year course and degree. 

"Potsy" Clark, famous Illinois ath- 
lete, Just home from France, who was 
a member of the championship foot- 
bull and baseball teams of the A. E. F., 
and MaJ, John h. OrlAn, executive 
head of athletic activitios in army 
training camps, formerly director, of 
athletics at Drake University, have 
been engaged as instructors, in addi- 
tion to the coaches ot tho IUIuoIb 
varsity toama. Qeorgo A. Huff, for 
twenty-four years director of athletics 
and baseball coach at Illinois, is the 
head of the new department. 

The announcement of this course Is 
a:i important sign of the trend of the 
times. Once the athletic coach was re- 
girded by the colleye faculty as more 
or less of a necessary evil. Now it 
is realized that athletics and physical 
education must receivi^ luore empha- 
sis in the universities, colleges and 
socondary schools of the country. 
That moans that there must be train- 
e-l men to direct this work.

ProTltloti U made tn the current 

■trioultaral appropriation acl for the 
gMTtUry of Agriculture to give buf- 
falo to mnntoipalltlM and publio Insti- 
tutions from any eurplua which may 
Mdat in the herds now under the con- 
trol of the pepartment of Agriculture 
In order to aid in the propagation of 
the tpoclM the bill provides that ani- 
mala may ,b« lent to or eiehanged 
with other owners of American bison. 
No proTlsion is made to give them to 
IndiTlduals, and only one may be given 
to each municipality or publio Insti- 
tution. This provision is made be- 
oause of the surplus of bulls In some 
of the Department of Agriculture's 
buffalo herds, particularly the one In 
the Wichita National Forest and Game 
Preserve, In Oklahoma, and because 
tho department Is ncaring the realiza- 
tion of the first stagi- In the preserva- 
■ tlon of the specie — the acquisition of 
at least 1,000 head of buffalo by the 
Qovernment. 

There are approximately 7,000 buf- 
falo in North America. Canada has 
■omethtng over 3,500, and the total 
number in the United States Is more 
than 9,000. This is about seven times 
tiM Biunbor In the United States in 
18S9, Wliui the first buffalo census was 
talnn. Individuals in the United 
Btataa 9Wn approximately 2,000 of the 
total ndinber la this country. There 
are etght QoTemmant herds, six of 
wliloh are under the control of tha De- 
partment of Agriculture. The largest 
• herd in this country is in charge of 
the Interior Department and Is located 
In the fellowstone National Park, 
where there are about 4B0 bison. The 
Smithsonian Institution now has a 
he-'d of 18 at the National Zoological 
Park, Washington, n C. 

The first herd of buffalo under the 
Department of Agriculture was es- 
tablished In 1906 on the Wichita Na- 
tional Forest and Game Preserve. The 
original herd consisted of 15 animals, 
the gift of the New York ZooloRlcal 
Sjclcty, ..nd this has now Increased to 
more than 100 animals without any 
outside additions Two herds have 
been established in the past year, one 
ta Sullys Hill Park, Uorlh Dakota, the 
other in the Piegah National Game 
Preserve, North Carolina. The other 
herds supervised b ythe Department of 
Agriculture are located in the oMn- 
tana National Bison Range; the Nio- 
brara Reservation^ Nebraska; and the 
Wind Cave Oame Preserve, South Da- 
kota. The vUii of the department is 
to establish at least ten herds, widely 
diatributed, in order to prevent the 
spread of any contagious disease, 
ahonld it become uncontrollable in any 
of the herd).

AT STARVATION POINT 

■Haay BofniM ea Way to America 
Ai» FadBf Starvation In Japan 
aai the Far East 

New York, August 6.— Hundreds of 
Siberian Jewish refugeesr attempting 
to make their way to America when 
the war began, have been stranded for 

months in Japan and other countries 
of the Far East and are now at the 
p<int of starvntiim, accurdlnt; to re- 
ports made pulillc here today by the 
A'.ierlcan .Towisli Relief Committee. 
The Jewish relief syteiii is now or- 
Kiiiilzed iludUKhont tlir Orient. 

Tliese are tlip iiiohI pitiful of all the 
war refugees. They c.nnuot bark 
Russia, the land they left, because 
the conditions there, the report 
t.-iles. They cannot go to America, 
he land toward which their faces 
ore turned, since Immigration from 
the Orient Is held up at present. Some 
of them have been waiting almost Ave 
years for a boat. Among them are 
mothers, children, brothers, sisters 
and sweethearts of people in America 
and all are penniless and homeless. 

A generous appropriation from the 
funds of the American Jewish Relief 
Committee and its allied organisations 
has ]ust been cabled to the Orient to 
Id these unfortunates. They canstl- 
ute one of the important charges 
qp-ainst Jewish relief funds. Plans are 
being made to care for them during 
the remaining month! of li*l!i out nf 
$3r..iiOO.iMMi that the .lews of .Aiuer- 
rii are sii-kiim this year for relief 
work in tnieij-n couiiiries When con- 
ditions become more settled, the re- 
fuRces will be repatriated or brought 
01 to this country.

To the many students of local his- 
tory It will bp Interesting to learn that 
at last John Bradford, the editor of 
the first newspaper West of the Alle- 
gUeny Mountains,— the Kentuoke Qa- 
ictte, 1b to hare his memory perpetu- 
ated by means of a fitting tablet to be 
uuyelled soon at Lexington, where the 
first issue of the Qasette was publUb- 
ed. 

The John Bnliuer<l.fllnb, oompoMd 
of many Kntueklans latsfreetod to 
state history and ea p eoiallr the history 
of the publlshtog bnstotes, has start- 
ed a campaign to raise funds for this 
memorial tablet. Judge Samuel M. 
Wilson, of Lexington, Will also publish 
a monograph on Bradford soon. This 
will be the first of annual historical 
publications to be made by the club. 

Maysvillc is particularly Interested 
in this John Bradford for he went 
from Maynville to I^rOxington spendinR 
some time In this city and while here 
he set the first types for the first Issue 
of bis paper. In this respect Collins' 
History of Kentucky says: 

"The first newspaper published west 
of the Allegheny mountains (excepting 
the PltUburg Qasette, which preceded 
it only a few weeks) was the Kentuckn 
Gssette at I<exlngton— its first number 
haTlng been Issued on the 11th day of 
August, 1787. The matter Intended for 
that number was set to type on board 
of a flat boat while desoendtog the 
Ohio river to Limestone (MaysTllIe) 
or else at Limestone while waiting for 
pack-horses to transport It over the 
great buffalo, "Middle Trace", which 
led over the "Sugar-loaf" hill just 
back of that point and via the Lower 
Blue Licks spring, to Lexington. An 
apology of the editor, John Bradford 
in that first number — was ever a news- 
paper's first unheralded by an apology 
o - explanation? — perpetuates the Inter 
estlng Information that, in that ter- 
rible carriage on pack-hones from 
Limestone to Lexington, ' a graafpart 
of the types fell Info pi.' "
